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AKT at ATA 


Attending the American Theatre Association's national convention at New Orleans 
in August were seven members of the AKT executive committee: Ronald Q. Frede- 
rickson, President; Joyce Cavarozzi, President-elect; Lloyd Frerer, Past Presi- 
dent; Nadine Charisen, Secondary Division Chair; Charlotte Dodson Mason, Child- 
ren's Theatre Division Chair; Merna Pritchard, Community Theatre Division Chair; 
and Twink Lynch, outgoing Chair of the Community Theatre Division. Ron, Lloyd, 
and Nadine represented AKT at the Assembly of States, as did Joyce Cavarozzi, 
who also serves as University and College Division Chair of the Mid-America 
Theatre Conference. Twink Lynch, among the most involved Kansans at ATA is also 
Vice President for Membership of the American Community Theatre Association. 


EXECUTIVE DIRECTOR FOR AKT 


The goal-setting session conducted during the 1978 convention of the Associa- 
tion of Kansas Theatre established as first priority, the hiring of a paid 
Executive Director for the Association. The Executive Committee, taking this 
priority goal as a mandate, made application to the Kansas Arts Commission for 
a matching fund grant to pay the salary of -this staff executive. As a begin- 
ning, KAC awarded twenty-five hundred dollars to be matched by AKT, providing 
five thousand dollars to fund a half time position for eight months beginning 
January 1, 1979, with an additional one thousand dollars to be provided by AKT 
for office and travel expenses for the position. 


We are pleased to announce that the AKT Executive committee voted during its 
October meeting to hire Twink Lynch for the eight month half time position af 
Executive Director to begin January 1, 1979. Ms. Lynch, who brings in-depth 
experience as a volunteer worker in theatre organizations at community, state 
and national levels, will as a part of her new responsibility, conduct a needs 
assessment of theatre in Kansas. As AKT grows in membership and services, it 
will maintain the long range goal of advertising, ultimately, a full-time ca- 
reer position of Executive Director and such clerical support as warranted by 
growth and development.

You must pay for the royalties and production cost of your entry, as well as for 
al] transportation to and housing during the State, Regional, and National 
Festivals. There will be an ACTA fund to help Regional winners with travel 
expenses to the National Festival.

WHO MAY ENTER? . 

1. Any adult amateur community theatre company is eligible to participate. 
A community theatre connected with a university or college must have a 
governing board from the community. Not permitted to perform as actors 
are active members of Actors Equity or persons who receive more than 
half their annua! income from work as actors. Actors may not be paid to 
act in the Festival. 

2. Membership in ACTA is required, on an organizational basis, for parti- 
Cipation on the Regional and National levels. 

WHAT MAY BE PRESENTED? 

1. Productions entered in the Festival can be a cutting of a full-length 
play or musical, a one-act play or any performance of a theatrical nature 

2. The total length of each individual production, including introductions 
and time lapses between scenes, may not exceed 60 minutes. Each pro- 
duction is allowed no more than 10 minutes to set up and 10 minutes to 
Strike. 

3. Before performing at the FACT Retional Festival, each participating. 
theatre is required to submit to the FACT Regional Chairman: 

a. Proof of permission to perform play of its choice obtained from lea- 
Sing agent. 

b. Proof of payment of royalty. 

c. A copy of its script as it is to be performed. 

4. Productions winning at the Regional level must be performed in the same 
form at the National level. No material may be added or withdrawn and 
no actors substituted without written consent from the ACTA 1979 Nation- 
al Festival Chairman. Adjustments in staging may be made to allow for 
differences in stage facilities. 

WHAT DOES IT COST? 

1. Each community theatre participating on the Regional level is required 
to pay an entrance fee of $50.00 [$25.00 for the Kansas State Festival] 
to the ACTA 1979 National Festival Chairman. This will not be refunded 
if entry is withdrawn later than one month before the Regional Festival. 

WHO ARE THE JUDGES? 

1. Regiona’ and National Festival performances will be judged by an impar- 
tial, theatre-knowledgeable person or persons selected by the ACTA Ad- 
judication Committee. 

WHAT FACILITIES DOES THE HOST THEATRE PROVIDE? 

1. The stage of the host theatre is required to be in working order and fit- 
ted to mount a production with basic lighting. Special effects may be 
used if they are furnished in their entirety by the participating theatre 
and permission is given for their use by the host theatre. 

2. Each participating theatre is required to furnish any special settings, 
props, or furniture needed for its production. The host theatre will 
provide standard articles of furniture if requested to do so. 

3. Dates and times of rehearsals and performances for the National Festival 
are set by the host theatre. 

WHAT ARE THE DEADLINES? 

1. State Festival winners must be announced to the ACTA 1979 National Fes- 
tival Chairman immediately after the State Festival. 

2. Regional Festival winners must be announced to the ACTA 1979 National 
Festival Chairman prior to May 31, 1979. 

3. By June 15, 1979, each participating theatre in the National Festival 
must provide to the ACTA 1979 National Festival Chairman: 

a. Proof of permission to perform play of its choice obtained from lea- 
Sing agent. 


. Proof of payment of royalty 

. Three copies of the script as it is to be performed. 

. Staging information. 

. Program and publicity information as requested by the National Festi- 
val Chairman.

23 on the campus of Bethany College in Lindsborg. A total of 22 persons were 
present representing 15 institutions throughout the state. This response was 
extremely encouraging and the meeting was similarly exciting. There was an 
extensive agenda of reports and matters for discussion. Dr. Harry Langdon, of 
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St. Mary of the Plains College in Dodge City, was elected to the position of 
Division Secretary. The group passed along a recommendation to the Executive 
Committee of AKT that the University and College Division and the Community and 
Junior College Division be merged. This recommendation will be handled by the 
Executive Committee at their December meeting. 


A committee made up of Lloyd Frerer, Ft. Hays, Joyce Cavarozzi, Wichita State, 
and Rick Tyler, McPherson, was formed to study certification procedures for 
Secondary School Theatre teachers in Kansas. We request that all institutions 
offering degrees in Theatre Education please forward copies of their degree 
requirements to one of these committee members. 


Tne meeting concluded with a discussion focusing on the role of AKT in our aca- 
demit and artistic lives. Ideas related to greater sharing of our productions 
througn tours, of ourselves through guest artist/guest critic programs, and to 
the poss ibility for using AKT as a coordinator of some of these programs.
